Two TJC students have been 
dropped from their computer science 
classes after an instructor caught 
them erasing valuable data from a 
hard disk, Dr. Bob Gaines, business 
and industrial technology dean said. 

Gaines refused to release the 
names of the two hackers. 

How the students got into the 
locked computer lab or what then- 
intentions were is still a mystery. 
Gaines thinks another student may 
have unknowingly let the pair in to do 
the damage. 

“The two students wiped out a 
college program—a teaching tool,” 
Gains said. 

Computer Science Coordinator 
Sue Trotter said they deleted a Pascal 
program. 

Gaines said one student claims he 

was trying to help the other and made 
a mistake. Though, Gaines added, 
under the circumstances this is a 
flimsy excuse 

“There was no reason for the 
students to be in that classroom,” 
Gaines said. 

“If they had asked to work with 
Pascal we might have made arrange¬ 
ments,” Trotter said. “I wasn't even 
lecturing on that subject.”.

Graduation date 


moved to 

The date for the spring com- 
encement exercise has been 
changedto Saturday, May 13. The 
change will better serve the families 
of those graduating. Past ceremonies 
on weekday evenings required par¬ 
ents and relatives to make plans 
around work to attend the traditional, 
ceremony. 

This new date may provide 
added anxiety for graduating stu¬ 
dents. At the ceremony, at 2 p.m. the 
day after exams, students will 
haveonly tentative graduate status. 
They will receive an empty diploma 
cover; handedout by alternating trus¬ 
tees. Actual diplomas will be given 
later to students who passed all 
classes and have paid all outstanding 
fines. Registrar Bobby Cullins said. 

Unlike the former scheduled 
May evening commencement , fam¬ 
ily and friends now have a weekend 
night to celebrate graduation. 

New caps and gowns will be is¬ 
sued. The students participating in 
comencement can keep them for 
souvenirs, Cullins said. The new cap 
and gowns are shinier and a little 
more expensive than rentals, but are 
expected to be cost effective. 

In the past, graduates were re¬ 
quired to remove and return rented 
caps and gowns right after the cere¬ 
mony. This year graduates can wear 
them as long as they want and be able 
to take snapshots with family and 
friends. 


May 13 

To get a cap and gown students 
must participate in the ceremony. 
Fifty to sixty percent of thosewho 
apply for graduation actually attend 
the ceremony, Cullins said. 

An associates degree better 
serves those graduates who were in 
vocational technical programs. A lot 
of their job placement specifically 
requires an associates degree, 
Cullins said. 

For junior standing, graduates 
transferring to senior colleges are 
more dependent on cumulative 
GPA, course work and 60 transfer¬ 
able hours of credit than on their as¬ 
sociates degree. 

“It’s nice having that piece of 
paper. It shows a level of comple¬ 
tion,” Cullins said. 

It costs $67 for each student 
graduating , $52 of which TJC pays. 
The standard $15 graduation fee pays 

for record processing, cap and gown, 
diploma cover and the diploma. 

Students have until March 1 to 
apply for graduation in the Regis¬ 
trar’ s Office. The Office is open from 
8 a.m. to 8 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday and 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
Friday. Graduation is also available 
for both summer sessions and fall 
semester, but no ceremony is held. 

It would be costly to have a com¬ 
encement exercise each summer ses¬ 
sion or semester, Cullins said, but 
"it’s traditional to have them in the 
spring." 


Special Populations Award

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TJC prepares for TASP impact, testing

With the passage of Texas Leg¬ 
islature House Bill 2182, first-time 
students enrolling in any Texas pub¬ 
lic community college or university 
this fall must take the Texas Aca¬ 
demic Skills Program test. 

TASP is basically a diagnostic 
test to determine the level at which 
freshman students should begin their 
college career, Admissions Dean 
Kenneth Lewis said. 

Lewis said the TJC administra¬ 
tion will not know the Bill’s full ef¬ 
fects on TJC until TASP scores are 
correlated with the in-house scores of 
TJC’s current placement test. 

“It won’t effect us that much 
unless the state sets scores that put 
more people into remedial pro¬ 
grams,” Lewis said. 


TJC will continue its own policy 
of placement testing for incoming 
freshman until more information 
about TASP test scores is available, 
Lewis said. 

The TASP test measures the stu¬ 
dents’ efficiency in writing, reading 
and mathematics. 

Students who fail any part of the 
test must enroll in remedial programs 
for the subject areas deficiencies. 
Students may, however, take other 
courses while participating in reme¬ 
dial work. 

Each test registration costs $24. 
Students can re-take the test as many 
times as needed, Lewis said. 


The only students exempt from 
TASP are these enrolling in a certifi¬ 
cate program containig fewer than 
nine semester hours of general edu¬ 
cation courses, or if the student has 
already earned three cm* more college 
credit hours prior to the fall of 1989. 

If students who enroll in a cer¬ 
tificate program later decide they 
would like to enroll in more general 
education classes, then they must 
take the TASP. 

Students can request a TASP 
study guide, available for $ 12 plus $3 
shipping, from Official TASP Study 
Guide, P.O. Box 140347, Austin, Tx. 
78714-0347. 

More TASP information is 
available in the Admissions Office in 
Jenkins Hall, Lewis said.

The mainframe computer is 
safe from outside tampering, be¬ 
lieves Computer Services Director 
Ken Muncy. 

Computer Services uses an 
eight megabyte IBM 4341 main¬ 
frame to store TJC records. Memory 
of this caliber is an estimated 2,000 
one-inch typed pages, Munsey said. 

Precautions necessary to keep 
this system safe from hackers are in 
place. For a hacker to crack it, he 
would first have to get into one of the 
offices on campus containing one of 
the 116 terminals, Muncy said. After 
successfully eluding Campus Secu¬ 


rity, he would have to sign on using 
an authorized, personal password 
and the department user ID. Both of 
these can be anything from a code to 
children’s names, Muncy said. 

Passwords and user ID’s are 
used in combination to tell the com¬ 
puter who and what department is 
accessing. Personal passwords are 
changed quite frequently if the au¬ 
thorized person thinks someone 
knows the entry. 

Once the hacker had gotten in, 
he then would need data which is 
stored entirely on disks. It is hard to 
get in when the disks are locked in an 
unknown place in the department, 
Muncy said. The disks are back- 
logged every night onto tape. 


It would be very unprofitable 
for the hacker to attempt to access 
after working hours. Even if he got 
in, each department terminal is de¬ 
signed not to give the whole picture. 
The menu in each department pre¬ 
vents it from accessing more than 
needed. 

Backlogging data on tape will 
protect data from being lost to a com¬ 
puter virus. The network is inde¬ 
pendent and only reaches campus 
terminals so an out-of-state modem 
would not help hackers either. An 
inside job is the only way someone 
could do damage, Muncy said. 

“It would be very difficult for 
somebody outside of the office to get 
into a computer,” Muncy said. 


Board Okays TASP Test

The TJC Board of Trustees ap¬ 
proved the TASP (Texas Academic 
Skills Program) when they met Jan. 
19 in the African Room, located in 
Vaughn Library. 

“The test is required for students 
with less than three hours of college 
credit,” Admissions Dean Kenneth 
Lewis said. “It costs $24 each time 
you take it. If a student flunks a test he 
is put into a remedial class.” 

Lewis wanted all local high 
school principals to know that TJC 
was not responsible for setting up the

test. 

“The test was set up by a state 
board in Massachusettes,” Lewis 
said. “This is not an admission test 
for TJC.” 

The test goes into effect in the 
Fall of 1989. This should increase 
summer and spring registration.
